1695, being 105,000, fuppofe they had been rated at 31. 
per houfe, to a tax of 4s. in the pound, which is buta 
rent of 15 1. per ann. per houfe, one with another; the 
tax would have amaunted to 315,0001. on houfe-rents 
only. Then :as the increafe in 1718, is computed at 
21,000 houfes, the tax thereon will amount to 63,000 I. 
which being added to 315,000]. the total will be 
378,000 1. for the fum which London and Middlefex 
might reafonably pay to a tax of 4s. in the pound,

But. fhould it be urged in behalf of London, &c. that 
tho’ they did not pay tothe full of the land-tax, ata 
medium of the rents, yet they paid more and higher than 
other parts of England, as being nearer to the eye, and 
infpection of the government ; 1t may be antwered, that 
allowing that they did fo, the following. good reafons 
may be.given why they ought todo it. 
the great advantage London ‘has by trade above other 
places. 2 Becaute of the quick circulations and returns 
of money. :3..Becaufe even this fituation, by which they. 
are under the more immediate infpection of the govern- 
ment, isa great advantage, by giving them an opportu- 
nity of furnifhing the Court, the nobility, and. gentry, 
with all or mof shings for their tables, houfes, equipages, 
and apparel. For thefe.reafons, it feems but juit and e- 
quitable, that remoter places, which have not any fuch 
advantage, fhould be eafed in taxes. 

But as this eafe in the rating of the land-tax has been 
continued by. chufing gentlemen of eftates in the countrey, 
for reprefentatives in parliament, who, by uniting in the 
houfe of Commons, preferved that eafe to themfelves, 
and thofe they repreiented: fo, by- the fame rule that 





dated to this increafe ‘of houfes and peqple: but there 
feem to be much ftronger peafons for believing, that the 
datter is chiefly owing to other caufes. —-‘Ot thefe the 
@nion of England and Scotland may ‘be reckon’d one. — 
Another, altogether as confiderable, may be the pud/ick 
gaunds, which have occafioned the erecting of feveral new 
offices and focieties; and brought great numbers of peo- 
ple,(aclides thofe-employed in them) to live in and about 
London, fome upon the income of their fortunes, placed 
in the Exchequer, Bank, &c. and others to deal in itocks, 
and funds: and this traflick has raifed many families, and 
produced many new and fhining equipages, which has 
Increafed fervants in proportion, and created many de- 
wendants.-—— A third caufe of this increafe feems to be 
the army, the General, and other officers of which, 
chiefly centre here, on account of the Court, their mili- 
tary polts, or feats in parliament and their families, e- 
‘Quipages, and dependants are not the leaft, either for 
grandeur or number: which laft caufe feems to be of 
eqaal benefit and fecurity to ‘the city in particular, as to 
Englith privileges in general; and from all three, it may 
perhaps be found, that other parts of England, as well 
as North Britain, are both inspoverifhed and diminifhed. 


==~— A fourth caufe is the numberof Foreigners arrived | 


among us, who, by fome aids (of one kind or other) 
live in fplendor, and make a figure here. 

There has been a notion, that the increafe of people 
(let them come how, and from whence they will) fs an 
addition of riches toa nation. If foreigners indeed come 
‘prepared for manufactures, tillage, or {ome other ufelul 
bufinefs, and bring money, and other effetts of va- 
‘due along with them, whereby to have fomething to 
Work upon, as wellas with 5 it may afford fome fupport 
‘to this notion, which cannot pofflibly have any from 
empty comers. The truth of which the nation fuffici- 
ently expertenced by fending for the Palatines, who came 
‘with nothing but ithem{elves-and {ome diftempers.

this cafe has been maiatained, it may be loit to them, 
,and turn’d another way, by the majority falling to other 
|hands. And towards this, there feems not only to be 
\fome tendency, but .a.progrefs already made, by chufing 
| itrangers tor repre{entatives in remoter busroughs and cor- 
| porations. And when either through an indifference, or 
inactivity m countrey gentlemen, by reafon of diicou- 
ragements and difappointments which they meet with, 
being over-borne, or out-bid in the auctions ef burroughs, 
the remoter parts of England come to be more generally 
reprefented by the money’d men of London, by cour- 
tiers, and place-men, and by the officers of the fleet, 
and army ; ome may toreice and expeét a turn in the rat- 
ing of the land-tax, and that remoter counties may be 
made pay as high thereto as London. One effect of the 
choice of fuch reprefentatives is feen already in the pro- 
longing of a triennial to a fepteanial term: and who 
knows but this may be turther prolong’d, in fuch manner 
as the pofleffors fhall think fit, or rather, as to the prin- 
cipals of thole factors fhall feem meet ?. 

This then’being the -happy cafe, and the confequence 
of corporation and burrough-traffick, one may now fee 
the reafon why the fate of the government has been 
link’d to that of ftocks, and made fo abfolutely to depend 
upon it, as if all judgments were to be form’d, and all 
meafures to be taken from it 5 and that.as flocks rofe or 
fell, fo was the government to. profper or fink ; thereby 
making the augtions of Exchange alley, the index, rule, 
and ftandard of publiek confuliations, judgments, and 
decifions, and fetting up-airegency there, to preltribe 
and dictate to the Cadinet.,.

capital, as for widening the channel for fupplies) by mo- 
nopolizing burroughs and corporations. ‘This has {fo 
well fucceeded, that a great part has been wrefled by it 
from other hands; and thefe managers and factors have 
been placed in the elcétion chair: which is fo arttully 
centriv'’d, as (like Winjlanley’s) to be wafted by an en- 
gine to any place, and for any turn the fervice may 
require. So that in the next place, who knows, but 
that thofe who have thus bought their feats, may {e'l 
their votes, and their country too into the bargain? 
And thus the power, privileges, and rights of Parlia- 
ment, as well as its fence to the couttiiution, may be 
brought to fo fmall a compafs, as to become, an ealy 
purchafe, and'to be laid atide, or render’d ulelefs all at 
once, both. as to name and ‘eflence, fomewhat like the 
ftate of the Convocation Or if the name be'left for old 
cultom-fake, or for the fake of form, or thow, or for the 
pomp and grandeur of the puichafer, in the pafling and 
enforcing of Edits, fo far this band of property-mongers, 
and traffickers of liberty may be honour’d and ditlin- 
guifhed: while at the fame time the corporation and éur- 
reugh-traders and retailers, may reflect on the wale bar- 
gains they have made for themielves, and their countrey, 
which they may look uponas their /a/ will aud tefla- 
ment. 

But whatever be the fate of all thefe, their Annals 
will be of as little ufe or comfort to the poor remnant of 
the nation, as to make thele, or the like reflections, vz. 
That a nation which hath ftood its ground, and kept its 
privileges and freedoms for hundreds of yeaes, is in leis 
than a third of .a century, almolt quite undone; hath 
lavifhly {pent above 160 millions in that time ; made he- 
catombs of Bricifh lives ; tlock-jobb’d or cannonaded:a- 
way its trade 3 perverted, and then jelted awgy its ho- 
nour, law, and juttice ; burlelqued its relizion, diia- 
vow’'d the divinity of its author, then banith’d it; and 
in the room thereof offer'd facrifice to an Jao/ ot the peo- 
ple’s fetting up; which has produc’d {warms of others, 
of monitrous {Mapes and torms; compounded of the 
dregs of all former herefies, feds, {chifms, and rebe'- 
lions; hatch’d from incelt, whoredom, and adultery 3 
and all centring in atheifm, anarchy, and confufion. 

As to the eafe in the land-tax to places af a dillance 
from the centre and feat of government; it may le 
added, that "tis only to be underitood to be fo, while 
the people are in a ftate of freedom. For in arbitrary 
and defpotic governments, it may be found to be wholly 
the reverfe; and that they who are nearelt to the eye 
and centre, fare the beft, and are freelt from oppreflion. 
Becaufe the people there can apply fooner and more eafi- 
ly for redrefs of grievances, and abufes; and officers 
are alfo kept in better awe, and more firi€tly to their 
duty, as well as to the rules and limitations of it. Bue 
intendants, and other officers commiflioned to remotcr 
places, to levy taxes, may be reprefented by a burniny- 
glafs, and be {aid to refemble the nature of it: whicu ts 
to contract the rays of the fun (compared here to the 
authority of the prince committed to them) wich that 
force, and to that degree, as to burn and fcorch in the 
levereft manner, Where ‘tis pointed and direéted : and 
Whether juch officers increafe the revenues of the 
prince, or not, yet they are ture. to {queeze and opprefs 
the people, with all manner.of exactions and extore 
tions, 

And now that bogh ftates have been reprefented ig 
fome-meature, as to the article of taxes; one may 
eafily imagine, that all things ele, which can effect 2 
peaple, will take the fame turn. And both together 
et betore us what we of this nation have been, and 
what we are [likely to be]; what we enjoy’d, and 
what we. have loft and thrown away; and that all 
this is chiefly owing to the bemg grown fo wanton,. gid- 
dy, and ansoxicated ‘withnthe, name vob liberty, as to 


protituie all virtue, principle, and ;honqur; which 


brought on fo greatra degeneracy, fo general a pravity 
and, corruption, and fuch a feeblenefs dnd decay, and 
even Jols of couragesand {pirit through the nation, as 
wot only) {ubjeéled and -enilav'd) it to the Idol-worthip 
beforé-mentianed, »butihave‘ripen’d it for the judgments 
which juitly atceud\ fuch umad proceedings, and which 
are already at our doors : and then the general indolence
